Hello  Matt, 

LADOT  is  starting  a pilot  program  of  adding  bike  rack  attachments  to  existing  parking  meters  and  we  suggested 
the  Walk  of  Fame  could  be  a good  location,  since  adding  regular  bike  racks  is  not  desirable  due  to  the  terrazzo 
paving. 

There  are  not  a lot  of  parking  meters  out  there,  but  there  are  some  and  the  meter  racks  could  help  to  provide 
much  needed  bike  parking.  Should  we  add  meter  racks  to  all  parking  meters  on  the  Walk  or  a subset?  Is  this  still 
an  idea  the  BID  supports?

We  tried  to  get  this  done  months  ago,  with  no  success.  Perhaps  now  that  we've  got  CD13  on  this,  we'll  see 
some  traction!  This  was  an  item  we  identified  during  our  streetscape  walk-thrus  back  in  April.  We've  already 
plotted  the  meter  post  locations  we  identified  (though,  there  could  be  some  we  missed).  See  maps  attached. 
Happy  to  do  another  walk  down  the  Boulevard  to  make  sure  we  captured  the  locations  accurately. 


I had  originally  reached  out  to  Michelle  Mowery  at  DOT  who  connected  me  with  Jonathan  Raspa.  I provided 
our  inventory  and  was  told  that  most  of  the  locations  were  "not  feasible"  but  that  "maybe"  two  hitches  had 
been  installed  based  on  the  information  we  provided.  I was  then  passed  off  to  someone  else  for  follow  up 
and  they  weren't  able  to  tell  me  where  they  were  installed,  so  I'm  not  sure  it  actually  happened. 


To  answer  your  questions:  YES  - we  would  love  these  installed  at  the  abandoned  meter  posts  on  Hollywood 
Boulevard.  The  BID  supports  this  idea  and  will  do  anything  we  can  to  help. 


I had  also  requested  that  DOT  remove  the  posts  from  locations  where  bike  rack  hitches  were  not  feasible.... 
They  are  unsightly  and  look  like  a maintenance  oversight.  I'd  love  to  know  if  DOT  offers  any  "customization" 
options  for  the  bike  hitches.  It  would  be  great  if  we  could  have  racks  that  reflect  Hollywood's  identity  - and 
of  course  the  BID  would  be  interested  in  sharing  the  cost  of  any  custom  options.
